Israel’s 
milestone go-ahead, Lebanon and 
Syria agreed to meet Jerusalem 
deiunds that the Arab troop force 
be nominally under the command of 
Lebanon's fragile postwar army, 
and that the large majority of 
Palestinians leave tiie firoi&er su^a. 


The officials in Jerusalem said

PLO expected to reject 242 today 


BEIRUT (Reuter) . — Leaders of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
meet in Damascus today to draft 
policy recommendations that are 
virtually certain to reflect the PLO's 
rejection of UN Security Gbiincil 
Resolution 242 which' governs the 
Israel-Arab . peace negotiatious in 
Geneva. 

The Damascus meeting of the 66- 
member Palestine Central Com- 
mittee (PCO, expected to last two 
dsjrs. WM cell^ to clarify the 
Pale^nian- stand pn International 
efforts to bring peace to the volatile 
Middle East. 

The meeting follows U.S. 
Secretary : of ' State -^rtis Vance’s 
hOddle East tour eariier this njontii 
and American suggestions that the 
FIX) should recogidzeRe8olution2i2 
In prelude to resuming the Geneva 
peace conference. 

Senior Palestinian officials here 
and In Damascus have predicted 
that the Central Council would- for- 
mally reject the U.S. notion, which 
aims mainly at achieving a PLO’s de 
facto recognition of Israel as well as 


•at Incorporating the PLO in 
forthcoming peace deliberations. 
Ihe. Fl^ has often reaffirmed its 
commitment to a charter which 
denies Israel’sTight to exist. 

Coitorary to Western press- reports 
that the PGC might shift to a more 
moderate line, PLO officials said 
they felt the .m^orlQr in the com- 
mittee was in no mood for modera- 
tion. Many members axe more 
receptive to the arguments cd bard- 
lizie "rejectionista” than they were 
befare Vance’s visit, tiiey said. 

The Central Obmmlttee, a liaison 
body between the Palestine National 
Ooimcil .(PNC) — the Palestinians' 
■’^parUaJMcnt^’ — and- the PLO Ex- 
ecutive Committee ' tcabinet) has no 
powers to take ltiDcUng- -declBionB. 
: Major policy changes must be sanc- 
tioned by the National Coimcdl. 

But .tbe Central Committee's com- 
position is similar to that of the 
National Council, and its recommen- 
dations. have major impact on the 
decisions' of the *'parliament-ln- 
exile.”.. 

According to Palestizdan oCfleials, 


the Central Committee is expected to 
reaffirm the i5-p^t programme 
adopted by the last PNC meeting in 
March, which ruled out Palestinian 
attendance of a sremimed Geneva 
peace conference on the baais of the 
1967 UN security council's resolution 
242. 

The PLO objects to the resolution 
because it refers to the Palestinian 
issue as a refugee problem and 
makes no mention of Palestinian 
national rights — Including their 
claim to .an independent state. 

Vance’s tour caused a fiurry of 
reports that the PIX) was. con- 
templating changing its attitude on 
Resolution 243i-rBut the. ;PLO 
leadership has amce made clear Its 
view that the Secuii^ Q>uncll should 
change its-guldellnes instead.'

British Ambassador meets with PLO 


DAMASCUS (AF). — Bkritain made 
its first official contact .with the 
Palestine Liberation Orga n i sa t ion 
last weekend, offidala reported. 

A British embassy spokesman con- 
that the ambantedor to Ss^ia. 
James Cnig, met Saturd^ at the 
PLO office in Damascus with Khaled 
Fahoum, chairman of the PLO Cen- 
tral Council. 

Palestinian sources said the 
British ambassador expressed his 
government's opposition to Israel's 
recent moves to legalise new 
settlements in the administered 
territories. Ihe British emissary 
also vdced his "imderstanding” of 
Palestinian problems, a |PLO 
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spcftesman said. 

Evidently pleased with the 
meeting, the PLO spricesman said 
Craig used "a hew language in 
Britain’s pditical vocabuluy.” He 
did. not elaborate furtiier, and the 
British embassy did not report 
details of the meeting. 

The British Foreign Office in Lon- 
don, while confirming the meeting 
took place, denied any change In its 
policy — non-recognitio'n of the PLO 
as long as the organization continues 
to call for the destruction of Israel 
as a Jewish state.

Russia advises Arafat against 
accepting IJN Resolution 242 



BEIRUT (AF). — The Soviet Union 
has cautioned Taaser Arafat’s 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
against a hasty recognition bflsrael. 
the Independent Beirut newspiq>er 
“an-Nahar” reported yesterday. 

It qiioted diplomatic sources as' 
saying that the I&emlln advised the 
PLO. to delay acceptance of UN 
Security Cbuneil Resolution 242, 
recognizing Israers right to exist 
within secure borders. 

Saudi Arabia bad announced that 
the PLO was willing to reverse its 
pffifttiop on the resolution if the U.8. 


sponsored an amendment that would 
recognize the Palestinian people's 
right to statehood. 

Arafat, however, said in Cairo on 
Tuesday the PLD was awaiting 
'"changes on the International 
wene” before making a decision on 
the resolution. 

- Arafat met three times with Soviet 
ambassador Alexander Soldatov in 
Beirut last week. 

“The Kremlin m'essagea to Arafat 
cautioned that a PLO acceptance of 
the reariution at this stage may go In 
vain.” said “an-Nabar.”-

Searing heat empties streets 

Weather forecasters predict more of the same today 


Enervated Israelis eontlinzed 
to keep Indoors — or under 
water — yesterday as the near- 
record heat wave registered 
another day of blazing dry heat 
inland and almost unbearable 
humidity along the coast. 

The weatherman predicts a alight 
easing today — apparently of cue 
or two degrees. And the 
meteorological institute said the 
wave ahould begin maWwg' -my tot 
normal weather at the weekend. 

nie cooler weather will be due to a 
low-pressure ridge moving in from 
the central Mediterranean which will 
e3q>el otir present heat wave to Iraq: 
Testerday's hottest city in the 
country was Eilat, where the 
temperature reached 47 centigrade. 
Jerusalem registered 89 degrees, but 
with a bearable 80 per cent humidity 
(unlike the unusually high humidity 
earlier in the week), and Jericho 
registered 43 degrees. 

On the coast temperatures were 
much lower — 81 degrees at Tel Aviv, 
Haifa and Gasa. But Tel Avlviana 
sweltered under on fmusually sticky 
humidity of 78 per cent, and •Bfif*"* 


and Gazans had it even worse, at 78 
and 79 respectively. 

For today, the weatherman 
predicts that the temperature in 
Ehlat wfll be 48 d^rees: Jerusalem. 
37 degrees: Tiherlas, 43 degrees; and 
in the coastal plain, 32 degrees. 

Commenting on the recent 36-89 
degree temperatures in Jerusalem 
10 degrees above the normal for this 
time of the season — the weather 
forecaster said such August 
temperatures had been recorded in 
the city cm only ii dasra thiriwg the 
I>ast 60 years. But the worst heat 
wave recorded had come eariier — a 
six-day stretch In August 1881 that 
rea ch ed a peak of 44.4 degrees on 
August 28 of that year. 

Mhgen David Adorn, which was on 
a “heat wave*' alert, reported no un- 
usual amount at heat prostrations. 
The reason was that most persons 
were forewarned and took proper 
precautions, such as drinking fre- 
quently, wearing light clothes and a 
hat, keeping out of the boiling 
sun. 

In Jerusalem, Magen David 
Adorn however reported that it had 
handled about twice the usual 


number of cases yesterday. Director 
Halm 'Vlgolik said that 19 people had 
to be taken to the hospital. There bad 
also been 15 eases of people fainting 
In the street. 

Ten ambulaziees had been put on 
duty, but it had not been necessary to 
use them ail, he said. 

Jerusalem police chief Zvl Ben- 
Eliabu said police work had gone on 
much as usual, with no pa^eular 
rise or fall in crime or traffic ac- 
cidents. If anything, he added, people 
tend to be a little more careful under 
exceptional conditions. 

In Jerusalem, as elsewhere, of- 
ficers working outdoors had been 
provided with soft drinks yesterday.

Twelve officers held in police probe 
of burglaries and theft on duty

TEL AVIV. — Eight policemen, in- 
cluding one officer, were arrested 
during the last 48 hours by a special 
mvtetigatlng team on suspicion of 
theft and buzglaiy. Anotiier was 
arrested on suspicion of sodomy with 
an Arab youtih. 

Testerday's arrests biit^ to 12 the 
number of policemen arrested since 
Monday night. Staff Sergeant Major 
Leon Sahanner, Sergeant Major 
Emmanuel Klein and Sergeant 
Avraham Yahalomi were remanded 
yesterday for 15 days each. 

In a hearing with a cou rt room 
packed with policemen Sgan-Nitsav 
Ellyalu Lavi, head of the special 
squad told the magistrate of various 
felonies all^edly committed by the 
three veteran policemen. 

Lavi claimed that Kahanner had 
stolen many valuables from 
burglarized flats he was called to in- 
vestigate. Jn a search of the Staff 
Sergeant Major’s flat police alleged- 
ly found many expensive articles, In- ■ 
eluding engraved pens whose origin 
Kahanner could not explain. 

Kahanner and Yahalomi had also 
found a Bankomat electronic credit 
card, Lavi claimed, with which 
they drew 1L4.400 from the account 
of the card’s owner. Yahalomi has 


also reportedly confessed to perfec- 
ting a method of fals own for 
smashing shop vdndows, had stolen 
photographic equipment and a dia- 
mond. and had planned a burglary 
with another unidentifled man, he 
said. 

Kahanner denied his superior's 
alfegations and claimed the objects 
found in his flat were part of a collec- 
tion.

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and his wife Allza begin an offiriri 
visit to Rumania today. They will he 
the guests of Premier and Mrs. 
Man4a Maneseu, but Begin will 
hold talks with Rumania's President 
and longtime Communist Party chief 
Nlcolae Ceausescu. 

The party of officials accom- 
panying the Premier will be headed 
by the Director-General of the 
Foreign Ministry, Ephraim Evron, 
and includes the Premier's personal 
assistant Tehiel Kadlahri, Advisers 
Yehuda Avuer. Dan Pattlr, and 
military aide Tat-Aluf Ephraim 
Poron. 

Pattir left for Bucharest early to 
set up press facliities for the 26 
newsmen who are covering the visit. 

Most of the political talks will be 
held today and tomorrow, ^gin in- 
tends to take up Rumania's consis- 
tent support for the PLO, a long-held 
position which he considers 
dangerous but still amenable to 
reasonable persuasion. There will 
also be dlscu86lor.s on bow to broaden 
trade and tourism. 

The Rumanian authorities are ap- 
parently hoping that the visit Itself 
will help stimulate Increased Zeraeli 
tourism to their country, currently 
running at around 17,000 per year, 
and accounting for leas than one per 
cent of the flood of visitors who pour 
into Rumania. 

The Begirji and their party are to 
spend some time on Sunday and Mon- 
day touring resort sitea In the Car- 
pathian mountains. They will also 
visit the ancient Jewish centre of 
Jasl. now a thriving modem town. 

The weekend itself is reserved for 
the Jewish community of Bucharest. 
Begin will attend services at the cen- 
: tral synagogue, where he will speak 
on Shabbat morning. 

Chief Rabbi Moehe Rosen told an 
Israel Radio Interviewer last ni^t 
that he and his wife would host the 
Begins at their home on Friday 
night. The eoznmunity as a whole is 
throwing a reception for the Premier 
and his party in a large eommnnri 
restaurant on Saturday night. 

Rahbl Rosen said Begln'a in- 
sistence on observing the halaohot of 
shabbat and kaahrut during his visit 
was a “great kiddush hashem (senc- 
tification of the Name).” The Ruma- 
nian authorities, though they found 
some of the requirements strange, 
were going out of their way to help 
facilitate the fulfilment of oil the 
religious needs of the Premier and 
his party.

Car insurance 
‘certain to rise’ 
despite Ehrlich

Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
made it plain to Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich yesterdi^ that the 
Minister could not prevent a rise in 
car insurance premiums. The 
premiums will increase by 14.2 per 
cent cn September 1, according to 
the Compulsory Car Insurance Law 
of 1976. 

However, to satisfy lairlieh, who 
wants to delay the rise to January 1, 
1978. the two decided to set up a joint 
committee made up of represen- 
tatives from the Treasury and 
Ministry of Justice to re-examine the 
points in the law that influence 
premiums. 

'Ihe committee may be ableto pre- 
vent another rise of about 15 per cent 
on January 1. 

Last week the Finance Minister 
met the representatives of insurance 
companies who oppose postponing 
the insurance increases. It was then 
that Ehrlicb asked Barak to clarify 
the legal problems involved in the 
compulsoiy car insurance law. 


‘Son of Sam’ denies he’s Berkowite 


NEW YORK. — Suspected mass- 
killer David Berkowitz — “Son of 
Sam” — pleaded innoceni yesterday 
to killing three persons and woun- 
ding a fotirth in the borough of 'Die 
Bronx. But not before he enlivened 
the hearing by denying that he was 
in fact the defendant. 

The man accimed of being the .44- 
calibre killer was arraigned for the 
second straight di^ in a makeshift 
courtroom at ICngs County Hospital, 
where he is under observafion. 

. When the judge asked, “Are you 
.David. R. Berkowitz?” 

“No, your honour, I am not," 


replied the 24-year-old postal clerk, 
clad in blue pajamas and a blue-and- 
whlte robe. 

Defence attorneys, who entered 
the innocent plea for him, said they 
were surprised by the statement. 

Immediately after Berkowitz's 
response, his counsel asked that no 
further questions “be directed at the 
defendant and that he be allowed to 
, stand mute.” Berkowitz remained 
quiet fbr the remainder of the eight- 
minute proceeding. 

On 'Riesday Berkowitz pleaded in- 
nocent to charges of murdering two 
young women and wounding five 
persons In the Bronx. 


Gov’t pushes through ‘Alignment’ budget

The Knesset yesterday passed the 
1977 Fiscal Year Budget Law on its 
third aTid final reading by a vote of 
62-22. The budgiet calls for an expen- 
diture of'lU23.96b. 

The Democratic Movement for 
Change voted with the coalition in 
the finri'show of hands on the budget 
as a whole, hi the vote on the second 
reading, when a show of hands was 
called for on each of the 100 sections 
Of the budget and on the ap- 
woximately 60 amendments propos- 
ed by opposition parties. DMC 
members sometimes voted e« bloc 
with the coalition or with the opposi- 
tion, and sometimes their votes were 
split between the two. 

In fact,, the DMC members were 
not in. the plenary for most the 
vote which' began shortly after 2 
p.m. The vote followed nearly three 
hours of discussion in which.lhe ac-- 
'ting chairman .of the Knesset 
. P'inance..Cbinmltteo, the National 
Religious Party's Avraham Melam- 
ed. presented the budget.for its two 
final reading^. About .20. MKs 


presented and explained their 
iwc^iosed 'amendments.' and Melam- 
ed responded by proposing that all 
the amendments be rejected. 

At 1 plm., the DMC convened a 
meeting of the faction to discuss 
Prime .Minister Menahem Begln's 
proposal concerning a Knesset anti- 
Palestbie Uberation Organization 
consensus. 

When the DMC returned to the 
plenary at about 2:4S and started 
voting with the opposition oc- 
casioiudly. a count was called for 
four times when the vote seemed 
close. Each time, however, the vote 
w^ 45-47 coalition votes against the 
27-30 votes of the. Alignment. DMC, 
the Democratic Movement for Peace 
and Equality (Communists and 
Black Panthers), and that of tile 
Independent Liberals’ lone MK, Gi- 
deon Bausner. 

'Duringoncof thecloscvotes.onan 
' amendment calling. 'for the restora- 
tion of an Item cut from the educed 
tion budget, there was a heated dis- 
cussion between NRP whip Yehuda 
Bcn-Meir and his party comrade.

refusal to raise her hand against the 
amendment although she had also 
liot raised herhand for it.

None of the 60-odd proposed 
amendments was adapted. 

The budget adopted yesterday is 
essentially the one submitted by the 
Alignment-led gov^ment last 
winter, but for which the Alignment 
hnd failed to muster a majority 
before the May 17 elections. Melam- 
ed noted this, as did some of the 
speakers in yesterday’s discussion. 

Each time Toubl took the podium 
to' present his amendments to 
various sections of the budget, ho 
repeated that he was “aware that 
thts war-mongering, anti-workers 
budget" was no different from post 
budgets, except that this time it was 
"being presented by the capitalists 
themselves Instead of by 
capitalism’s labourite lackeys.” 
None of this, ■ however, prevented 
some of the Alignment speakers 
from branding the budget as “bad," 
or “regressive.”

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter has signed legislation which 
makes It easier for representatives 
of the PLO, the Cbmmunist Party 
and other organisatioiis to visit the 
UA. 

The new law. which eliminates the 
requirement that the PLO and other 
forxnerIy*restricted organisations 
obtain a special waiver from the 
Justice Department to enter the 
U.S.. makes It easier lor these 
groups to establish offices in 
Washington. 

The Hearst newspaper chain's 
diplomatic correspondent here, John 
Wallaoh, disclosed these previously 
unknown facts yesterday. 

Ihe legislation, introduced by Sen. 
George McGovern (D-S.Dak.) . as 
part of the annual State Department 
authorization bill, was designed 
originally to bring TJ.S. entry visa 
policy in line with Carter'sprrfeesed 
human rights policy, which calls 
freer movement of peoples. . 

Rut It now appears that the PLO 
will stand to gain from the new law, 
which removes it and other groups 
once considered “terrorist," from a 
Justice Department Hat that 
automatically denied them entrance 
into the UA. 

Although a PLO official still must 
apply for the waiver, the new law 
requires it be granted unless the 
Secretary of State certifies to 


Oongtess on an individual basis that 
the applicant's admission poses a 
nation^ security risk. 

Until now the PLO baa h ad dlfflcul* 
ty obtaining visas for its officials to 
open an office in Washington, 
although it does maintain two 
separate offices In New York. 
Earlier thf« year, the FLO sent Sabri 
Jlryis to Washlng^n to establish an 
office, but he was asked to leave the 
country when it was learned that he 
had lied about his birth place on ^ 
Tisa appUcatioD. 

“There’s no problem In opening an 
information ol^e,” a State Depart- 
ment official told the Hearst pikers. 
“That permission was given. All 
they (the FLO) have to do is register 
with the Justice Department and file 
‘ peripdie reports on their actiWties. 

“Th e reason this is not a going con- 
cern is that they haven't got anyone 
to staff it. That's where obtaining an 
entry visa comes in. What’s ehaued 
DOW Is that the Secretaxy of State has 
to send a letter to Congress to pre- 
vent them from coming in." 

The State Department’s 
spokesman yesterday said that he 
would check into the matter of FLO 
requirements to open a Washington 
office. 

Administration officials cautlaned 
reporters against Interpreting the 
new law as signalling a shift in U.S. 
policy toward the Pl^. “It doesn't," 
one official said. “It’s just coin- 
cidence."

Plan will inyolye pupils 
in maiirtenance of schools

TEL AVIV. — The Education 
Ifiiilatry ia trying to establish a 
“self-service" pre^ranuae whereby 
children will clean their own 
claaerooma and sehoolyai^. do toe 
gardening, paint toe school, run toe 
school cafeteria and handle other 
maintenance. 

The purposes of the project, as out- 
lined In a tf-page booklet wUch will 
be distributed to all schools, include 
saving money on custodial staff and 
teaching cleanliness and the value of 
work. “Perhaps this will help Im- 
prove opinions on manual work." 
Rina GOhar, one of the booklet's 
authors, said. “The project also 
gives the pupil a sense of obligation 
to do hia chares ever** d(qr." 

The project Is to Involve all 
children in all schools, starting from 
first grade. One part of the booklet 


suggests that toe teacher in the 
lower g:^e 8 ask toe children what 
work they think they can do around 
toe achooL nen, the pupils *««* 
teacher should draw tip a plan, 
divide wexk assignments carry 
them out as a part of the schoolday 
routine. 

Two elementary school teachers 
had divergent views on the project. 
"Ves, I think It's very important," 
one said. "Israelis tend to keep th^ 
own flats clean but neglect what 
happens on the stairway of the 
building, let alone in the street. 
Maybe getting the kids to k eep their 
school clean will change some of 
.those attitudes." "M^be in a good 
school," the other teacher repli^l. 
"But in a disadvantaged school like 
the one where I teach, we have a 
hard enough time teaching the 
children reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Now they want ua to take 
time out for cleaning the school?"

The Tad Vashem officials said 
that observance of a special day In 
memory of the alx mUUnn would in- 
eritably fade In -Israel aa wril aa 
abroad, if the date were changed. 

Hansner and Ua colleagues will 
meet with the premier after his 
return from Rumania next week. 

Benjamin Meed, president of the 
Warsaw Ghetto Resistance 
Organization in the TT.S.. told The 
Jerusalem Post after the Tad 
Vaahem special session that he and 
Us coQeagnes also oppose asUft in 
the date. 

“We were khoeked by the idea of 
remembering the Holoeaost on

Freud Chair in Psychoanalysis at 
toe Hebrew Uoiverslty to Jerusalem 
yesterday was In many wtys the 
realization of PTeud's wish when he 
was a member of the university's 
board of governors to 1933. 

Heat kept University associates 
and'participants to the 30th Internat- 
nional Psychoanalytical Congress 
from realizing the wish as plann^ in 
the ampUtoeatre of the ML Sc(^U 8 
eanqius, which Freud knew. T^y 
resorted to Binyenel Ha’ooma and 
corrected their speeches for the 
change in venue. 

Avraham Harman, President of 
toe University, promised that the 
position would be many faceted and 
reflect the contributions of psy- 
choanalysia to medicine, the social 
aclenees, and the humanities. 

The idea for a chair in psy- 
choanalysis was revived just over 
two years ago by Dr. Martin Wangh 
of New York, when he attended 60th 
anniversary celebrations at the 
University. 

Addressing the. assembly yester- 


day, Wangh said that modern 
we£q>ons make it more Important 
than ever to know as much as possi- 
ble about the control of human Im- 
pulses. He sees toe chair as the 
bq^inning of a Sigmund Freud Cen- 
tre tor the Study of Man and His Sur- 
vival. Jerusalem, the “City of 
Peace" with its combination of 
peoples and its conscuus.'ikiss of sur- 
vival, la the best city for such a cen- 
tre, he said. 

Dr. Anna FVend, now 81, sent a lec- 
ture wMeh was read by Dr. Arthur 
Ballensteto. fo it she traced some of 
the principles of psychoanalysis and 
the debate about whether dlaclpltoe 
belongs to the university. It is linked 
to medicine in Its clinical obser^ 
vations, and to other sciences in its 
theoretical development, she said. 

Because psychoanalysis manages 
to combine practice and theory 
closely with the same working 
method, and has relevance for 
sociology, anthropology, the arts and 
literature aa weU as medicine and 
psychiatry, it does have a place in 
toe university, she said. 

The inauguration ceremony was 
foUowed by a folklore performance.

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U.S. and China differ 
on success of talks 




PEKING (AP). — U.S. Secretary of 
State pjrrus Vance claimed yester* 
day to have {gained ground towards 
normalisation of U.S. -Chinese 
relations. 

But Teng Hsiao-ping, newly 
rehabilitated deputy premier, did 
not seem to share Vance's appreusal 
as they dined by moonlight at a 
lakeside Imperial palace. 

Bluntly. Teng advised bis 
American guest in a banquet toast 
that "Our view Is that we should 
move forward to full normalization 
of relations." This was interpreted 
as a demand that the U.S. give in to 
the Chinese. 

Significantly. Teng. who took 
charge of the talks for the Chinese 
side in mld-aftemoon, did not claim 
jffogress. U.S. oflkials could not 
point to any easing of China's 
demands that the U.S. terminate its 
relations with Taiwan. 

So tar, today's schedule remains 
open. Chairman Hua Kuo-feng, who 
met a low-ranked emissary from 
Zambia earlier in the week, has not 
yet granted Vance an audience. 

Still, the Secretary of State was 
described as determined to fulfil the 
Carter Administration's commit- 
ment to achieve closer ties with Pek- 
ing. 

Before Vance's arrival Ehiasaid in 
a speech concluding the llth Party 
Congress that the U.S. must break 
diplomatic relations with Taiwan, 
cancel Its defence pact with the 
nationalists and withdraw American 
troops and installations from the 
island of Taiwan cmd the straits ol 
Formosa. 


Despite a statement by a U.S. 
q>okesman after the first meeting 
with Teng that the "candid", talks 
were proceeding at an “accelerated 
rate,^’ most observers said the 
Chinese remained adamant in their 
demand that the terms outlined in 
Ebia's speech' were a prior condition 
for normalization. 

Carter administration officials 
have promised not to abandon the 
nationalists, who fled to the Island 
after the communist military victory 
on the mainland in 1949. But there 
has been speculation that the U.S. 
might offer to break formal 
diplomatic relations while main- 
taining the existing economic 
relations and the guarantee to 
protect the nationalists from inva- 
sion. 

In Sriew Of Hua’s speech, this did 
not seem to be enough of a conces- 
sion to get the Chinese to agree to ex- 
change ambassadors. 

Teng. twice purged and twice 
restored to power, posed smiUi^Jy 
for photographers as he received 
Vance and lectured American cor- 
respondents accompanying the 
Secretary. Now 73, Teng's 
handshake was firm, his eyes clear 
and he appeared sprightly.

Sri Laiika orders curfew 
as Tamils flee violence 


Soviets retom 
rats from space 
in infl satellite 


MOSCXIW (UPIi. — The Soviet mul- 
tinational research satellite Cosmos 
936 returned to earth this week with 
an experiment module carrying 30 
white rats. 

The Soviet Cbnununist Party daily 
"Pravda" said yesterday that 
Cosmos 936 completed its mission 
and returned the module to earth on 
Monday. 

The research satellite — a project 
in which Soviet. American, French 
and Czechoslovakian scientists par- 
ticipated — was aimed at working 
out life support systems to protect 
astronauts during long space 
voyages. 

‘^Soviet Deputy Health Minister 
Avetik Burnazyan told "Pravda" 
that the scientists were particularly 
concerned about the effects of heavy 
particles on astronauts during long 
space trips. 

The daily said Cosmos 936 
successfully completed its series of 
experiments, which included studies 
on the effects of artificial gravity, 
radiation, and space effects on im- 
munological reactions. 


"I have read some of what you are 
writing," he told the journalists with 
a smile. "Some of it is accurate, 
some is not." 

Vance, looking for a formula to 
better ties without casting Taiwan 
adrift, has been empbasizing the 
mutual interest of Peking and 
Washington in countering Soviet in- 
'fluence in such areas as Africa. 

In Moscow, the Soviet Union 
Issued a warning yesterday that new 
Chinese attempts at reconciliation 
with the West are a threat to world 
peace. 

A political commentary carried by 
the Tass said Peking is trying to 
provoke a deterioration in U.S.- 
Sovlet relations and is encouraging a 
step-up in the arms race. 

1%e warning was carried in a ma- 
jor analysis of China to be published 
in the monthly "Kommunist." It was 
excerpted at length by Tass on the 
day the U.S. Secretary of State met 
with deputy Premier Teng. 


COLOMBO (AP). — Sri Lanka's 
curfew was extended to ten hours 
yesterday in what government 
sources said was an attempt to calm 
the fears of minority Tamils, many 
of whom have been attacked during 
recent violence on the island. 'Die 
curfew will now be In force from 8 
p.m. to 6 a.m. 

Many Tamils have fled their 
homes in Cblombo and have express- 
ed a desire to go to Jaffna, on the 
northern side of the Island. Sri 
Lanka’s national carrier, Air 
Ceylon, yesterday began a shuttle 
service to Jaffna, the coital of the 
Tamil-dominated northern 
province, and the government- 
owned shipping corporation finalized 
arrangements for two sailings to 
enable evacuees to leave Colombo. 

A government spokesman said 
that tension prevailed in the Trin- 
comalee area where 13 people had 
died within 78 hours ending Tuesday 
midnight. In Cblombo's Pettah, the 
city’s crowded bazaar area, the 
army and navy assisted police to 
prevent a recurrence of the violence 
which led to 17 stabbings, two of

Tamils in the south Indian city of 
Madras stopped work yesterd^ to 
show their solidarity with the Tamils 
in Sri Lanka. Madras, located in the 
predominantly T^mil state of Tamil 
Nadu, was brought to a virtual 
standstill with most shops closed 
buses and taxis not operating, accor- 
ding to hidia’s national news agency, 
Lanka's Tamil problem dates 
to the 19th century when southern In- 
'dlans went to the Indian Ocean 
island to clear the jungles and work 
In the coffee and tea plantations own- 
ed by the British. 

Today, about 22 per cent of Sri 
Lanka's 14 million people are 
Tamila. Roughly half of these are 
referred to as “Ceylon Tamll.s-” 
Their ancestors have liyed In Sri 
Lanka for generations and they en- 
joy full voting rights. The other 
Tamils are referred to as "Indian 
Tamils." and as a result of post- 
independence legislation in 1948 only 
about one-tenth of them have the 
right to vote. 

India has also refused to recognize 
the Indian Tamils, leaving them in 
effect stateless. For years Indian 
Tamils, y4io are Hindus, have alleg- 
ed that they have suffered poUtical, 
social and economic discrimination 
at the hands of the Sinhalese, the 
Ceylonese Buddhists who make up 70 
per cent of the population,.

Cydist pedals to aeronautic 
victory, and $85,000 prize 


SHAFTER. California ( AP) . — A 24- 
year-old bicyclist flew a pedal- 
driven plane over a 2.2ticm. course, 
here T^iesday and claimed an $85,000 
prize offered by the London Royal 
Aeronautic Society for the first 
sustained znan-powered flight. 

The flight, believed to be the first 
ever accomplished over the 
stipulated ^stuice, was certified by 
William Richardson, an official of 
the Kern Country aviation depart- 
ment. 

Pilot Bryan Allen had been trying 
for weeks to steer and pedal the 
specially built craft around a figure- 
eight course marked by pylons a 
kilometre apart without touching the 
ground between takeoff and landing. 

"He almost made It yesterday but 
missed a T' that he had to cross 8 
metres high," S 2 tld Vem Oldershaw, 
structural engineer on the project. 


"Ibday, he had that extra bit of 
confidence and knew he could get 
around, so he climbed up and 
cleared it beautifully." 

The plane has a 30 metre 
wingspan, wider than that of a DC-9, 
bixt weighs less than 35 kilos. It was 
built mostly of a super-strength 
plastic, ribbed with aluminum tub- 
ing and bordered by lig)it plastic. 

Allen, of Bakersfield, pedals a 
bicycle chain which turns a propeller 
be)^d the cockpit which itself hangs 
like a cocoon from the centre of the 
long wing. He manoeuvres the plane 
with a handle which elevates a 
smaller, frontal wing. 

Hie plane was designed by Paul 
McCready, owner 'of Aeroviron- 
n^nt Ihc.. of Pa^^ldena, in an attempt 
to beat other teams competing 
around the world to be the first to 
cover the required course. 


WERDER. The C^den, Ethiopia 
(AP). — Sand, rocks, and scrub 
brush. This semi-desert region In 
southeastern Ethiopia Is an in- 
hospitable land, anunlikely prize for 
two armies to fight over. 

But for three and one-half di^s, 
the Ogaden's ethnic Somali in- 
habitants have shown their love for 
the bairen land and evidence of their 
fight to free it from Ethiopian rule 
during an impressive series of mass 
demonstrations and tours of recent 
battlefields for visiting Western 
newsmen. 

"Down, with Mengistu Haile 
Mariam," "Unite ail Somalia." “We 
want to be free" — the chants of 
villagers and nomads filled now- 
placid settlements thlii correspon- 
dent visited during a 750-kilometre 
trek in ‘‘liberated" zones of the 
Ogaden. 

In Warar. Kalafo, Gode and here 
in Werder, the orchestrated chants 
were supplemented by visits to 
former Ethiopian militar y garrisons 
captured by Somali insurgents last 
month during heavy fighting 
between guerrillas of the Western 
Somali Liberation Front (WSLFi 
and Ethiopian soldiers. 

Hie W^F is believed to number 
between 3.000-6,000 hard-core 
guerrillas. They are fighting to free 
the Ogaden from Ethiopia and anrn** 
the territory to Somalia with whom 
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the nomadic ' people populating the 
Ogaden have td^rlc, ethnic, and 
economic ties. 

,-In an apparent bid to prove that 
they have “liberated" most of the 
Ogaden during the Last four weeks of 
fighting, the BVont invited Western 
correspondents to tour the area. 

Setting out in Land Rovers. from 
the Somali capital of Mogadishu, we 
entered Ethiopia at Fer-Fer, a 
former bordeif post deserted by 
Ethiopian officials and land troops 
on July 15 after axi attack by WSLF 
guerrillas. 

For the next three and ahalfd^a, 
journalists moved deep into the 
Ogaden, down dirt track roads. 
Membexx of the WSLF, armed with 
AK-47 automatic rifles, rode In our 
convoy as guards. 

At Mastahel, a ooUeetion of mud 
and thatch huts perched on the banks 
of the Sbebele River, two shots from 
a WSLcP sentry concealed in the 
buahea brought hundreds of villagers 
into the village square. 

For nearly one hour, old men, 
women and children chanted 
political slogans, brandished rifles, 
meat cleavers, sticks and others 
weapons in a frenzy of hatred of 
Ethiopia. They- later did traditional 
dances to celebrate their liberation 
from a nearby Ethiopian garrison 
last month. 

Hie scene was to be repeated in 
seven villages and towns visited by 
newsmen, who were accompanied 
by an of^er of -the WSUP and a 
Somali Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
official. 

At Gode, a m 2 iJor Ethiopian for- 
tress town until last month about 230 
km. from the Somali border, about 
2,500 people dressed in tattered 
Ethiopian army uniforms and 
tra^tional dress lined the road lnto 
town. 

They also perfcxmed re-creationa 
of the fall of Gode July 24 when an 
undisclosed number of guerrillas 
captured Ethiopian military in- 
stallations. 

Soldiers carrying rifles had to 
push back demonstrators on several 
occasions when they charged 
newsmen with knives and axes. The 
charge was not malicious but an 
over-enthusiastic portrayal of their 
resentment of Ethiopian rule In the 
past. 

Governed by Ethiopia since the 
last century when former colomal 
powers ceded the region, Somalis in 
the Ogaden have waged- sporadic 
resistence, but actual combat 
between guerrillas and Ethiopian 
forces only erupted In earnest in 
mid-July. 

Ill Gode, aa in Warar, Kalafo, and 


Werder, heavy fighting took place 
between guetrlllas and Etbiopian 
forces during the last two weeks in 
July as the Front, apparently 
heartened by successes of 
aecesslonists in north era Ethiopia, 
stepped up attacks on Btblop^ 
army garrisons. 

Gode was a vita! militazy post of 
the Ethiopian command in the 
southern Ogaden. Its 2.5-km. airstrip 
made it the focal point for supplies 
and reinforcements for the re^n. 

Five thousand soldiers were gar- 
risoned In the town and airplanes 
' from the' base were said by a wrii^ 
spokesman to have conducted .at- 
. tacks on nearby villages suspected 
of guerrilla activity. 

On July 12, an undisclosed number 
of Insurgents b^an the attack on 
Gode, a plan that bad bMn hatched 
some two years earlier, a WSLF 
spokesman said. 

After 12 days of bitter fighting, 1,- 
500 Ethiopian soldiers were cap- 
tured, an undisclosed number killed 

Hie former Ethiopian bases In 
Gode todky are shells. Quonset but 
barracks were flattened by WSLF 
mortar fire, trucks Utter the area, 
their burned out hulks riddled with 
bullet boles. 

At the palace — a home built for 
Etbiopia'a former emperor Bbile 
Selaaaie — not a wind^ was left, 
and its. walla were pock-marked by 
hundred of bullets. 

- Situated on a hill, the palace.bous- 
ed a military and civilian del^etUon 
when guertillaa struck on. -July 12. 
The- occupants. Including a Swedish 
count noted for flying medical 
supplies to Biafra during the 
secessionist war with Nigeria in the 
1960s, were killed. 

The WSLF showed newsmen Its ' 
cache of captured weaponry: 
American-made mortars. East 
European machineguna, and the 
tangled wreckage of what they 
described as an F-5 fighter jet. 

Seven Ethiopians taken primer 
elsewhere in the Ogaden were 
presented to newsmen at Gode. One 
prisoner claimed he was kidnapped 
from his farm In Ethiopia and forced 
to join the peasant militia, a 300,000- 
man force created by Addis Ababa 
authorities to counter insurgent 
movements throughout the country. 

In Warar. a hilltop fort overlook- 
ing the verdant Wabeshebele Vallqy, ' 
the two-storey headquarters of the 
Fifth Ethiopian Commando -Bat- 
tallion stood like a stark aewtinei 
with its roof blown out. 

On the grounds stood ten 
American-made armoured per- 
sonnel carriers c^tured by WSLF 
guerrillas.

— particularly in Rio de Janeiro and 
Brasilia, the capital — forall^ed in- 
volvement in subversive activities. 
-But no violence was reported. 

The wave of demonstrations began 
earlier this year following the 
military r^rime's April closing of 
the National Congress in Brasilia. 
Among student demands are a 
return to democracy Increased 
student participation in university 
policies. ‘ ' 


French resort, lobsters 
saved from oil menace 


PARIS (AP). — A six-month 
Struggle to save a pc^ulmr ^ench 
resort island and its famed lobsters 
from the black menace of a so^en 
oil tanker ended on Hzeaday-in ap- 
parent succesa. 

Hie price'washigb-:-twodeep-eea 
divers and a soldier died in the 
operation, and $30m. was spent. But 
the struggle rescued prise lobster 
beds and beaches around Seln 
Island, a choice vacation spot In the 
Atlantic off the Brittany coast: 

In a unique environmental teecue 
operation, the French government 
pumped hot water into the wrMkage 
100 metres under gray aeaa, forcl^ 
to the surface what was left of the 
trapped oil. There it was burned off. 

"As the p'innidng went on. we saw 
traces of pollution dlsiqipear little by 
little," Alain Leroi, mayor of Sein 
• Island, said. 

Workers say only Vresidual” 
pockets of petroleum now-remain -in 
"negligible" quantities . in the 24 
holds of the East- German tanker 
Bohlen, sprawl^ on the seabed 20 
kilometres northwest of the-lsland. 

The Bohlen. sank In a storm last 
October, canylng almost 10.000 tons 


of Venezuelan crude oil bound for 
East Germany. Twenty-six 
members' of the 37-man crew, in- 
chufing the captain, perished. 

Eleven survivors were plucked 
from the heavy seas by French navy 
rescuers, but all were whisked out of 
the country three days later, before 
FVench authorities could question 
them about the sinking. Despite a 
naval Inquiry, the cause remains a 
mystery.. 


Saudis buying up sand 


SYDNEY (AP). — An enterprising 
Australian firm has start^ selling 
sand to the desert kingdom of Sauefi 
Arabia. 

An official publication of the 
Department of Overseas Trade said 
the company, Ceileote Pty. Ltd., has 
shipped 102 tons of Australia's best 
sand to Saudi Arabia to be used for 
sandblasting steel tanka.

It was the week of the National 
Front It bMnn on Satnrd^r with 
se enM o f vtolwe unequalled in this 
country for many a year and waa 
strongly reminiscent of the days of 
Oswald Mosley. The occasion was a 
deliberately provocative march 
through Lewisham, a South London 
borough with a high propcaUoD of 
coloured people. TT^ta was followed, 
a few dqrs later, by another march 
in Birmingham and the week of' 
violence ended with a'Natlcmal EVont 
candidate finishing third In a- 
parUamentary b^lection in a Bir- 
mingham cozi^taency, ahMH of ttie 
Liberal candidate. 

If It was a sad week for law and 
order, it was a grand week for the 
National Front — the right-nidhg, esc- 
tremlat,' self-acclaimed racist party 
-> providing it with ^ater publicity - 
in the space of eight days than it has 
had in all of the 20 years since its for- 
mation in 1967. It waa bom out of a 
merger between twp other extremist 
racist groups: the League of&mplre 
Loyalists and the British National 
Party- 

Ibere can hardly be a person in 
England today wbo has not now 
heard of the National Front, 
few know its real aims. A cursory 
glance at its literature will show that 
it stresses pride in Britain ^ wtaleh 
Is all very well. But this pride, it 
believes, can be achieved only 
through racial purity and at the ex- 
pense of alien elements. These are 
principally the coloured population, 
West hidian and Asian alike, who are 
the current prime targets .of the 
BVont. 

But there is little doubt that it is 
equally against the Jews, even if its 
present tactics pity down this ele- 
ment, and that if it were not Cor the 
blacks and browns, the Jewish com- 
munity would be the main butt of its 
attacks. Even so, much of its recent 
pre^aganda has been anti-Jewish 
and anti-aonist. Many of its iwafWng 
figures have a long record of ajo.- 
ti-Semitism. 

Over the past couple of yean, the 
Jewish community has tended to ig- 
nore the signs of ttie growing menace 
of the National Front. But Its 
leaders, especially those responsible 
for defence matten, have been fully - 
aware of it. . That is why Martin 
Savitt, chairman of ,the Defence 
Gbmmittee of the Board of- Deputies 
of British Jews, marched through 
Lewisham together with the local - 
mayor and bisbop at the head of a 
demonstration against fascism and 
racism, just a few hours before the 
scenes ai violence.

That afternoon, extreme left-wing 
organisatfohs atiged a march in 
Lewisham In protest against the 
National EVont and its policies. 
Despite' massive police rein- 
forcements and' strenuous efforts to 
ke^ the two groups apart,' there 
wm over 100 people Injured and 
taken to hospital, and many arrests, 
made. 

Nevertheless, the Home Secretary 
and the commiasioner of the 
Metropolitan Police Force, who ig^ 
nored lond demands to ban the 
marches, are still resisting calls fbr 
prevention of future National Front 
soarches. fihebimaged by this lenient 
attitude, the Front is already plan- 
ning eimflar -marches, the next one 
bel^ scheduled for September in 
Streatham, -another South Icndon 
.area with a' high proporfloh of 
colour^ Immigzants. 

Birmingham also was 'Bie focus for 
National Font activity last week. 
One of its leaffi^ members, Anthony 
Reld-Berhert, a solicitor, was stan- 
ding in the La'dywood con^tnency of 
Britain's second largest dty, in a 
Parliamentary by-election. The 
threew'eek campaign had a heavy 
racist tone: A banner proclaiming 


*‘Tbe National EYont la a racialist 
party** waa proudly displayed, out- 
its election headquarters. 

Just aa the vote of the Front can- 
didate was ahont to be announced, 
BCQtfles broke out in the town hall, 
Reid-Hbrbnrt was thrown to the 
ground tty. an angry Aslan.. Efhen 
order was restored, it was an- 
Bounced that the National Front can- 
didate had obtained Just' under 900 
votes, 6 per cent of. the total. Thfa 
. waa not near as many votes 'as the 
-Font -had hoped for. but enough to 
beat the Uberala and to reinforce iti 
claim that it is now .the real **thfrd 
party” in Britain and the only.alter- ' 
native to the Laboor-CbnservaUve 
.system.. « 

The E^tmt is gslniiig momentum. 
Of that there is no donbL But its 
claim to be replaelng the liberala is 
exaggerated and the publicity it is 
getting is out of an proportion to its 
membershty, wUch.ls estimated at 
about 20,000. 

Still the Natienal Font eannet be 
written oft as a flash In the parL It Is 
here to stay, at least for, the 
foreseeable future, or until another 
of its frequent internal squabbles 
forces the kind of split that has 
characterised Britain’s extremist 
_ parties ever since Mosley. 

In the meantime, it is planning to 
make its presence fdt at the next 
goieral election, due to beheld some 
time within' tiie next 12 months. It in- 
tends to field over 500 candid stew — 
enough to give it firee prime time on 
radio and television for party broad- 
casts, allocated on the same bakis as 
to the three main parties. 

What are the impUeations of all 
this tor the Jewish cmnmnnlty? Over 
the- past couple of years, the Font 
has tended to play down the war- 
nings of those concerned with 
defence. CTearly it can do so no 

longer. ‘‘Lastweeksoundedanalarm 
bell for the Jewish community,” 
Sa'vttt told me on Monday. 

Be forwMes a stopping-up of the 
Font’s anti-Jewish attacks. "As 
their general campaign grows in in- 
tenmty, it is Inevitable, ^ley cannot 
hide their anti-Semitism.” 

Savitt Is now busily engaged in 
arousing the interest of all responsi- 
ble bodies, includity the churches, 
attH forming an anti-Fascist organi- 
sation whose main aim will be to 
smash the National Font by 
democratic means'. He believes that 
this can be done by almply exposing 
Ito real alms and ensortngthat peo- 
. pie turn out to vote whenever the 
Font puts up ■ a candidate, thus 
reducing the percentage of the ex- 
tremist vote. 

.And to those In the Jewish com- 
munity who still feel that they are 
safe as long as there are . blacks 
around to be attacked, Savitt has a 
simple aziswer: "Racism is in- 
divisible.”

A T THE MERCY OF EGGED 


TWO DATS ago the official 
spedeesman of the Haifa municipalfty 
published what in the newspaper 
tirade is known as a press release un- 
der the headline: "nie dispute 
between the municipality and Egg^ 
is getting sharper.” The next reports 
that the mmucipal transport com- 
mittee (an inneftectual body with 
scant legal powers) had held ”a 
comprehensive debate” on the 
public bus services in the city. **The 
representatives of the munieipality 
eiqiressed the strong dismay of the 
residents with Egged’s services,” 
the statement said. 

The background of tfala sudden in- 
terest of the municipality in the 
city’s bus services which have been 
poor for years and have during the 
pastyeius gone from had to worse, is 
not hard to guess. Fr wdl over a 
quarter century a Labour Party 
majority has run city hall in a paper 
coalition with some other smaU par- 
ties. Through all these years, the 
successive Labour admiidstratfons, 
from that of Abba Khoushy to the 
present one of Mayor Teruham 
Zeisel. have display^ a patent in- 
difference to the dally transport suf- 
fering of the car-less public. Egged 
had Haifa in ito pocket. 

There were indeed disputes 
between city hall and the 
cooperative, but these concerned 
issues like the unfortunate location, 
of the central bus station (for which 
Mayor Khoushy bears the blame), 
bus stops or some financial matters, 
etc. But never the quality of services 
llo the residents.

It is true that city hall has no legal 
standing to force Egg^ to pr^de 
reasonably adequate bus services. 
Sagged enjoys, so we are told, a 
franchise to operate bus services in 
the city, excluding anybo^ else ex- 
cept some ahervi taxi lines. Egged 
has never hesitated to take fun ad- 
vantage of its monopoly to run 
its services aa It saw and sees fit. 
Ftness in this case is the best in- 
terest of ito own members, with that 
of the passengers the least con- 
sideration. 

THE MUNICIPALITY has done 
notblng effectual to act against 
abuse. It could have protested, in the 
absence of l^al powers of its own, to 
.the Transport lidnlstry. The solution 
of the men at city haU has been to 
buy themselves ears, 'private ears, 
often with loans from the city. 

The oonseqnences of bad bus ser- 
vices have been disastrous in and for 
the whole cou ntry ; hundreds of 
thousands of cltlsens have been 
driven to buy private cars to escitye 
the daily torment of going to work 
and back home in overcrowded 
buses during rush hours. This 
proliferation of cars has clogged the 
narrow streets of our towns, slowing 
dofwn still further tiie progress of the 
buses and driving still more people 
into bitylng cars of their own. 

Transport engineers and traffic 


police have measured thla decline In 
the average speed of traffic Cow. b 
&ifa it was still 93km. an hour in 
1967. Ttaday it la perhaps half that 
speed or even less. A transport 
engineer at city hall forecasts a 
alow-down to 14km. an hour by 1985 ‘ 
unless "someUilng is done about it." 
The economic cost of thla abuse of 
mechanical equipment and waste of 
energy and man hours is etaggering. 

Tbe forgers of this chain of reac- 
tions have been successive transport 
ministers who have taken no action 
to stop the trend. Gad Ya'acobi, an 
economist by training and a caree2> 
minded politician by disposition, 
stated glibly that "we have not 
enough Inspectors to put on every 
bus.” As if that were necessary. Z7te 
Jerusalem Poai has time and again 
drawn attention to the public 
itranspwl misery in Haifa. It has call- 
ed on city hall the Haifa Labour 

CbuncU to take up the case of the ill- 
treated paaaengers (the majority of 
whom in Haifa are Histadrut 
members) . They never went beyond 
mere verbiage. Eigged had and has 
the city at its mercy, or rather the 
lack of it. 

Came May 17 this year and showed 
that the average citizen had enough 
of a party that ignored the day-hy- 
d^ needs of the public. Tbe election 
reaslts aceompBafaed what news- 
paper protests failed to do: to 


stir tbe city administration (still con- 
trolled by an absolute Labour ma- 
jority) into doing something about 
the bus services. 

Less than ten days ago, a 
municipal committee did what it 
should have done years ago: it 
cheeked Egged’s timetable against 
actual performance. The findings 
could not have surprised the 
passengers: Egged treats its own 
bus schedules with contempt. Its 
representatives argued that Egged 
is called upon to provide buses to the 
armed sezvices, for various public 
events etc. If these were valid 
reasons for the bad sertice. Egged 
should have alerted the Transport 
Ministry, the public and the press to 
protest against such extraneous 
calls on its bus, fleet. 

The fact is that to this day there is 
no effective public control over tbe 
cooperative. The acting Mayor of 
Haifa. Yosef Blustein, said in the 
press release that to the best of his 
knowledge, "Eg^ed has In the past 
two years not added a sizzle bus to, 
its services In Haifa. Worse still, 
when a bus is sent to the workshops 
for repairs or for servicing, no bus Is 
provided to replace it.” Fday the 
city hall repi'esehtatlves will meet 
with tbe director general of the 
- Transport Ministry to discuss what 
can be done. It will be a test for the 
new minister. Far more is at stake 
than the quality of urban life, (food 
public transport services, by bus and 
train, can save the eountry huge 
sums now spent on private ears, 
trucks and on fuel azid spare pazis.

OF THE HUNDREDS of thousands 
of U.S. servicemen In Europe, only 
about 5.000 are estimated to have, 
visited Israel so far. There are hopes 
of bringing far more with the help of 
the American Jewish military 
. chaplains. 


recommend tours which It feels are 
partlciilarly attractive. 


Ihe idea was born when a UA. 
naval reserve chaplain living In' 
Israel was called up to conduct ser* 

' vices a^a base In Italy. Learning 
that'scnTe' of the men at the base 
were planning to tour Israel, he felt 
it would be a 9ood thing if they were 
to receive some sort of special 
hospitality. 


On hla return he contacted Asher 
Thrmon, who heads the Israel office 
of the Natio nal Jewish Welfare 
Board (JWBi. Tarmon told The. 
JenutaXem Poai that although hla of- 
fice was set up pr imarily in eonnee- ' 
Uon with the JWB’s communal work, 
he welcomed thl« opportunity to 
work with the U.S. Jew^fa chaplain- 
cy. 


Until now, the operation has been 
on a small scale. When the JWB 
hears that a group of servicemen is 
due to arrive, It arranges a reception 
at its centre in Jerusalem, 
groups may include anyone from a 
Jew who might be thinking of ailya 
to someone who has never seen a 
Jew before in his life. 


In any case, the visitors have a 
chance to meet.with Israelis wbo*caii 
answer their questions. Tarmon is 
happy with these evenings, but he 
feels that through its links with the 
Jewish chaplaincy, the JWB can do a 
great deal more. 


The JWB is a member of the 
United Service Oi^anlzatlon fUSO), 
the American organization which 
resembles Israel's Soldiers' Welfare 
Committee, Va’ad Lema’anBehayi^ 
and can therefore arrange for infor- 
mation about trips to Israel to be cir- ■ 
culated in USO centres and 
publications. Tarmon stresses that 
the JWB has no intention of organiz- 
ing such visits itself — it leaves that 
to the commeivial agents — but will 


AT LEIAST one company has got a 
good start la the U.S. military 
market.

with lower rates, Tarznon notes, 
the tours would be within the reach 
of ordinary enlisted men who now 
may find it difficult to make tbe trip. 
But he thinks he may have found a 
■way of putting them up cheaply. 

Tlie rest and recreation homes of 
the Va'ad Lema'an Hah^al on tbe 
Ifediterranean are unoccup i ed from 
October to March and it Is 
enthusiastic about the Idea of using 
them to house visiting American 
soldiers. 

But, be sc^s. the Va’ad would not 
find It economic to reopen tbe cen- 
tres and make them suitable fm* the 
winter for a small number of 
visitors. The groups would have to be 
large and they would have to come 
r^tilarly to make such a project a 
success. 

Meanwhile, says Tarmon. tbe i 
army is eager to help their fellow 
soldiers from the U.S. It arranges for 
them to visit such places of Interest i 
as Nah 1 camps and the "Good I 
Fence.” 

And while it waits for the great in- 
flux ^American military tourists, 
the JWB continues to make visiting. 
U.S. servicemen feel a little more at 
home at its centre in Jerusalem.

Australia plans 
$3b. investment 
in natural gas 


CANBERRA (AP). — Vie govern- 
ment gave its ^iproval yesterdiqr to 
Aostralia’s latest ever Investment 
project, a S3b. development of vast 
gas dqiosits off the northwest coast 
of Australia. 

The announcement by deputy 
Prime Minister Douglas Anthony 
opens the wity for a preliminary in- 
vestment of an estimated 8900m. in 
iTnmfldiate exploratory work along 
the stelf by five foreign and 
dome^ic companies. 

Testerday's deeislon is the first of 
two important decisions, on energy 
resources which the government of 
ftime IDnister Malcolm SVaser will 
hand down this week.

the same service now given to the 
economy class; and the third-class 
passengon, who would travel in the 
"holiday department," ‘WOuZd 
receive much leas service. 

In fact, they would bring their own 
lunch boxes, but drinks wouldhe sold 
aboard the plane while in flight. This 
would materially reduce the number 

of stewardesses ne^ed. 

The latter proposal, the El Al- 
^okeemaa said yesterday, would 
probably be discussed this 
November when lATA represen- 
tatives met in Madrid. However, it 
would need luanimous approval to 
be adopted.

But. he said, such a 
cheek for determining needed 
repairs, depending on the 
thoroughness the customer wants, 
costs between ZLIOO and HJOO. 

'inck said that local ears are not as 
run down as M^or charged, but he 
said Sh amgar did not keep statistics 
to verify this. He said the larael 
Garage Association had noticed a 
considerable drop in emergency 
calls during the past few months 
from subscribers to their service — a 
finding contrary to Magor. 

Pick said that drivers should work 
-with one specific garage, as the gar- 
age owner will make an effort to 
koep his “regular" customers hap- 
py. He also believes that ear owners 
should read the service manuals that 
come with their automobiles more 
cloeefy.

For the same 
l^d of guesses in the dark five years ago. when Premier Golds 
Meir went to Rumania, were ri^ as it later turned out. 

It could hardly be predicted at the time that the Arab leader 
whom President Ceausescu had invited to Bucharest to meet 
BCrs. Melr would fall to appear. But the fact that there was a 
secret meeting intended has been confirmed by Mrs. Melr 
herself in her autobiography, (She did not Identify the Arab 
leader Involved, but. considering her own rank and standing, It 
is natural to assume that he was none other than President 
Sadat himself.) 

Yet this time no such meeting is really on the cards. The 
Begin Government has made the -early resumption of the 
Geneva Conference the cornerstone of its policy imd tactics. 
Talks on how to achieve this goal are to resume in New York la 
three weeks time. Mr. Begin is unlikely to wont to undercut 
himself by taking part in a '*Sldeshow” organised by Mr. 
Ceausescu for Rumania's own very valid interests, at a time 
Just when the American peacemaking efforts Eire reaching their 
climax. 

So much for the speculation. What of the trip itself? The fact 
that 2S Journalists, many of them jAmericiui, have been at- 
tracted to the l>remler's entourage attests to the special interest 
of this visit — as well as to Mr. Begin's success as a media per- 
sonality. 

It is not every day, after all, that the "rightist" leader of a 
country branded "imp«laliat" and worse by much of the 
allegedly "progressive" camp is received as ^e honoured of- 
ficial guest of what Is still, despite its maverick foreign policy 
line, very much a member of the Communist Bloc. 

In fact, Mr. Begin's visit, like that of Mrs. Melr before him. Is 
a useful means for both countries to foster their very separate 
and diverse national Interests. 

Rumania Is concerned above all else to preserve and entrench 
its political independence from the Kremlin — that in- 
dependence which enables it to maintain close ties with both 
Peking and Washington; and to trade freely with West as well as 
East, without asking for the bleasing of Mbaeaw*s masteEs. "Ac- 
tivism" in foreign affairs, even in areas which do not directly 
concern Rumania, is a well-tried method of emphasising that In- 
dependence for ah the world to behold. 

This consideration, in part at least, appears to have guided 
Rumania's attitude to Israel ever since the other Comeeon coun- 
tries severed diplomatic ties back in June 1967. 

For Israel, beleaguered In the diplomatic arena, the link with 
Rumania Is of obvious value, and the new Government Is rightly 
continuing to cultivate it. 

^e political differences between the two countries are legion, 
notably on ways of achieving a Middle Blast peace. But &ese 
need not overshadow existing unanimity on the need for a 
pacific settlement of international disputes, and on respecting 
the sovereign equality of all states. 

The bilateral relations between Israel and Rumania, too. have 
been thriving, with a two-way exchange of goods and travellers 
benefiting the treasuries of both. Thus if a day's touring around 
the moimtaln resorts, after the political tallu are over, will give 
a boost to Israeli tourism to Rumania, the Premier might be 
well advised to fall In wlfii his hosts' wishes and- make tiie 
Journey. 

For Mr. Begin personally, the encounter with Rumanian 
Jewry is bound to be a poignant and emotJonol occasion his 
first meeting. In fact, with on East European Jewish communi- 
ty since he left his native Poland during World War n. R la not 
too far-fetched to foresee the Premier extending to them the 
beat wishes of their bxetbren in Israel, coupled with the hope 
that those among them who wish to be reunited with their 
families in the ancestral homeland, win soon be allowed to do 
so. 

PLO and politics 

SOME OF THE RECENT actions of the Begin administration, 
and especially their timing, have been so mystifying, that It 
would not be surprising If an attempt were made to connect the 
Prime Minister's initiative In trying to obtain a wide parliamen- 
tary consensus on the PLO, with his imminent trip to Rumania. 

For Rumania has been one of the earliest and most outspoken 
supporters of the FLO as the "sole legitimate representative of 
the Arab people of Pedestine" among countries which maintain 
normal relations with Israel. Last year Rumania Joined 21 UN 
members in authoring an interpretation of the "inalienable 
rights of the Palestinian people” which came close to extending 
them all the way to the original Partition Resolution. 

It might therefore conceivably have been worth Mr. Begin’s 
while to equip himself, In advance of his meeting with President 
Ceaesescu, with a formal Knesset statement affinnlng that the 
overwhelming majority of the people of Israel consider the PLO 
untouchable. 

And so they do. of course. But this is hardly a novelty — either 
in Bucharest, or'ln Washfaigtan, or anywh er e else ftr that matter. 
By the same token. It Is no secret anywhere that the Labour Par- 
ty and the DMC, whose backing Mr. Begin souj^t tor his "FLO 
consensus," do not exactly share the Government's overedl posi- 
tion on what they view as a genuine Palestinian problem. 

By isolating the issue of the FLO from the context of his 
foreign policy, Mr. Begin was clearly trying to enlist the support 
of the two major Opposition parties in creating a spurious image 
of unity centring on WTwwif. it was a clever politic 

trap, but the Opposition chose not to foil into it. 

Thus Mr. Be^'s somewhat puzsllng, but really transparent, 
ventLire, rather than adding strength to his frag^ parliamen- 
tary base, left him, if anything, weaker thaw be was before. ■ 
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'TBE QUESTION is not whethn 
Moshe Dayan met with aomediie 
whom we don’t know about, or really 
did Just sit In an airport lounge 
drink^ coffee and waiting for a 
strike-boiiad plane, like any or- 
dinary mcBtal. My problem is in 
digesting the official version of his 
London odyssey; and it makes httle 
difference whether that official ver- 
sion is or is not the whole truth of die 
matter, or even just a pretext. 

For according to the official ver- 
sion Mr. B^[ln asked Mir. Dayan to 
do something which no Prime 
BCnistet in this country has ever 
asked a Foreign Minister to do, and 
which no Foreign Minister has sure- 
ly ever dreamt of being asked to do. 

Even Golds Melr, whose cavalier 
/treatment of Abba Eban wea 
famous, would never have conceived 
• of despatching her Foreiga Minister 
to London for the sole purpose of 
rep<xting to leaders of British Jewry 
on a recent visit of the U.S. 
Secretary of State to the r^on. 

Ibis i8~hy no meaiu'to disparage 
Anglo-Jewry. Its place of honour is 
assuTBd for all time in the annals of 
Zloidst hlatoiy and in the continuing 
saga of Israel’s upbuilding and the 
general progress of Jewry in the 
enlightened countries of the West. 

But it is to seriously question Mr. 
Begin’s sense of priorities, his sense 
of diplomatic proprieties; his 
knowledge of the true strengths of 
world Jewish communities, and In- 
deed his true sensitivity to the Israel- 
Diaspora relationship. 

[AS A FORMER AngloJew myself. I 
■surely am vlcarloualy flattered by, 
Ana delight in the knowledge that the 
Prime Minister desires to keep my 
'erstwhile leaders absolutely au 
vourrant with the latest diplomatic 
doinga in the Middle East from the 
mouth of one of the prime movers 
himself.

A 16-year-old girl maintained that 
Hitler himself was a Jew. while a 16- 
year-old boy wrote that Hitler 
wanted to exterminate the Jews 
"because Marx, the founder of 
socialism, was a Jew and Ehtler 
thoi^tat all Jews. were socialists.” 

Hitler was described as an Italian, 
as a sex maniac who r^ped his mis- 
tress every night, as a friend of 
Konrad Adenauer, and aa the man 
who put Bismarck in office.

There ia 
also a belief that "Israelis don't like 
to sit through long movies.” But how 
often do we get to test this theory if 
me aeissors are being applied so 
readily to the celluloid? 

At any rate, reputable book 
publishers alwt^s reveal when meir 
editions are abridged. Sbouldn’t 
cinema-goers be entitled to similar 
warnings? And shouldn’t me patrons 
who missed one third of “Nashville" 
be entitled to a refund of one-third on 
meir tickets? .
